She has 
put so much of herself into her poetry 
that one cannot well understand her 
unless he knows something of her person- 
ality and character. 


Bayard Taylor, Nathaniel Hawthorne 


and Mary Russell Mltford testify to the 
sweetness of her disposition, the slncnrlty 
of her aims as a poet, tbe unselfishness of 
her friendship, the exceeding sweetness of 
her appearance and perfectness of her 
love for her husband and children. 


Mrs. Browning is a true type of woman 


famous in Literature and many of her 
writings posses qualities strictly her own. 


We are accustomed to call this a phil- 


anthropic era,and to pride ourselves on the 
many humanitarian enterprises of the 
day; but we after, neglect to recall the 
names of those who with much tolling 
opened the nay for our later and easier 
efforts. 


Several years ago, on July 17, 1887, at 


the age of eighty-five, there passed quiet- 
ly away, one wbo has been called the 
most 
useful and dintinguished among 


women in America. 
Vet so secluded were 


hei last years and so unostentatious was 
her funeral,sotnodest bad beon her own es- 
timate of her service and so unwilling 
had she ever been for any record of them 
to appear In print that only now do we 
learn perhaps for the first something of 
the true worth and heroism of Doretby 
Dix. 
- 


The first years orher life were i>pent in 


providing for her mother and brothers by 
teaching. Then she began tbe wonderful 
workof her life. 
She visited the hospi- 


tals, jails, and other institutions of Amer- 
ica and Europe 
She told of the shame- 


ful treatment received by inmates of the 
over crowded prisons and of their terrible 
puffunrjz. 
The world listened and then 


set to work to relieve the deplorable con- 
uitions. 


Today her grave is in Mount Auburn 


Cemetery near Boston, a place dear to all 
Americans—a place made sacred also aa 
the burial place of Lowell,Longfellow ana 
Margaret Fuller. 


Queen Louise, of Prussia, inspirer of 


German unity, was indeed a noble type of 
womanhood. 
Shn was tbe most kind 


hearted and gentle woman that ever 
lived. She was always doing charitable 
works. 


The grand old Emperor of Germany, 


William I, said "I will ever bear in mind 
tbe virtues of the late queen my mother 
and as long as I have my mother shall live 
in my heart sweet and Rratfful recol- 
lections." He kept his word and for over 
half a century Louise was the ideal and 
idol of the Geriqan Nation. 


Queen Louise was born at Hanover and 


married King Frederick II. 
During the 


war with Napoleon the royal family Buf- 
fered severely. 
After tbe,war tbe Queen 


went on a visit to her father, where she 
soon became ill. Later on July 17 she 
•died. Her last words were, "I am dying, 
O Jesus, make it easy." 


Blucher said "Our Saint is in heaven" 


while from Napoleon came the words, 
"The King has lost his best minister." 


Queen Louise was gracious and beauti- 


ful, kind to tbe lowest and highest, a 
statflswoman, a devoted wife and mother, 
brave aod able to lead, yet gentle and 
lovable. She was and is today tho inspi- 
ration of a great nation and famous type 
of. womanhood in court. 


These are bnt types of noble women, 


whose work was out in the great world. 
U is not given to all to become famous in 
Literature, court or philanthropy bnt it 
•mar be possible for all to be true and 
noble. Tbe most helpful, most encourag- 
ing part of these great women is tbe fact 
that their beautiful service was not only 
given to the nation and the world but first 
to their homes. Their public works were 
tbe continuation of their loving service in 
the humbler and quieter conners of life. 
So may the women ot the present day 
take courage and go forward doing faith- 
fully the work at nand end thus be ready 
when tbe larger opportunity offers.

as in that of education. Her public 
schools system extends throughout tbe 
land and education has been made com - 
pulsory. 
If Japan wins in tbe war she 


will make the ports of Manchuria an op- 
en door to all nations. 
On the other band 


tbe government of Russia is an autocracy. 


The people have absolutely no part in 


tbe government. Freedom of religion and 
freedom of the press are prohibited. No 
public schools exist in Russia which ac- 
counts for ninety-six per cent of her pop- 
ulation not being able to read or write. 
Tbe Jews, Finns, and men who speak for 
the rights of the people are cruelly treat- 
ed and sent as exiles into Siberia. 
Judg- 


ing from these facte which is the Chris- 
tian nation'? 


May not the clever work now being per- 


formed by tbe Japanese commanders of 
both army and navy be accredited to the 
wise and full development of Japan? 


An American naval officer by high mili- 


tary repute declared at tbe outbreak of 
hostilities in tbe East, that the warships, 
torpedoes, and munitions of the Ozar 
would be of littia value to him because 
his people did not know how to use their 
weapons. 
He also said "because of 


change of warfare, the immense numbers 
ready In tight for the Czar will be of 
little avail, when they fight against tbe 
Japanese, who are trained soldiers. The 
soldier today must be capable of indepen- 
ent action, bis own lieutenant and com- 
mander if necessary." Bnt the Russians 
seem ignorant of the science of modern 
warfare, especially since they blew up 
Russian vessels on their own mines, fired 
into their own lines and often accom- 
plished more harm to themselves than to 
the enemy. 


Success for Japan, judging from pre- 


sent conditions, should strengthen her 
supremacy on Eastern waters and give her 
an immense area on the mainland for tbe 
thickly populated islands. The people of 
this acquired territory would absorb the 
civilization ana prosperity enjoyed by 
Japanese. If, on the other band, Russia 
should be successful there is little doubt 
that ahe will add an immense territory to 
the one-sixth of the globe she now posses- 
ses and the 22,000,000 of people tin Man- 
churia will be snbjcut to all the condi- 
tions of the Russians. 


Defeat for Japan would no doubt put an 


end to Japan's power in tbe East. 


While Russia's defeat might bring good 


msults to the Russian people, the Czar 
with his hope of military ascendency 
crushed, might tbink of educating bis 
millions on millions of ignorart subjects. 


Wars may entirely change the course of 


the nations concerned, both as to their 
wealth and influence at home and abroad. 


However, it is remarkable the progress 


that has been made toward settling Inter- 
national disputes by arbitration and not 
by war. So that we have reason to believe 
tbat the time is c&ming when it may be 
said of the nations tbat they "shall beat 
their swords into plowshares and their 
spears into pruning hooks; nation shall not 
lift up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more."

THE IIUSSIAN-JAPANESE WAR. 


BY EDGAE L. HA NET. 


The empire of Russia w^iich comprises 


the northeastern part of Europe and tbe 
northern part of Asia, has an area of 
about 8,500,000 square miles~or double the 
entire area of Europe. 


The empire of Japan consists of a long 


chain of Islands separated from the east- 
urn coast of Asia by the seas of Japan 
and Okbotcb. The area of Japan is about 
149,000 square miles or about one fifty-sev- 
enth tbe area of Russia. 


Russia had her start as a powerful na- 


tion of Europe during the time of Peter 
the Great, Ever since that time she has 
endeavored to secure important ports so as 
to improve her commerce. In all the ports 
she now holds with the exception of 
Archangel there is no free traffic. 


In 1895 the trans-Siberian railway was 


started. This ia the longest continuous 
railway' in the word, being six thousand 
miles in length. This railway connected 
•Vladivostok and Port Arthur of Man- 
churia with St. Petersburg and other 
cities of Russia. 


Besides spending about bve billion dol- 


lars for the construction of this railway to 
Manchuria, Russia spent vast sums of 
money for building docks; for improving 
the harbors of several ports of Manchuria 
especialy Port Arthur. 


The progress of Russia in art and 


science has been very little while that of 
Japan has Btirtlcd tbe world. Previous to 
1856, the time of Perry's Treaty which 
compelled Japan to open several ot her 
ports to nations of Europe and America, 
her condition was similar to tho pagan- 
ism of China. 
Since that time Japan 


has been rapidly adopting the civilization 
of Europe and America. 


The religion of other countries was per- 


mitted in Japan and this alone has bad a 
great effect toward her civilization. Edu- 
cation has been adopted on a broad scale; 
public schools are located in* almost all 
parts of Japan. 


Japan's army and navy have been 


equipped in most modern methods, and 
manned by some of tbe most skillful and 
trained soldiers of the world. 


Russia's army and navy have also been 


well equipped for modern warfare, bat 
her soldiers are not so skilled H the Jepan- 


Bglh Russia and Japan have intense de- 


sirfffor Manchuria. This country la lo- 
cated north of China with Siberia on 
the western bousdary and Sore* on the 
eastern aide. Tba Islands of Japan an 
not more than six hundred miles from 
tbe coast of Manchuria. Tbe population 
of Manchuria, is estimated at 32,000,000. 
The country baa valuable gold and silver 
mines and the valleys are fertile for finn-
